wreſtles what he can, he ſupports himſelte with conſideration 


of Gods promiſe,and his owne faith thercin : hee belecued hys

andthar God had care ouer him, and fo he reſted patiently in 


the preſence and helpe of God. So doe all the holy ones feele 


ſorrowes and conſolations in theyr conuerfions, in theyr daily 


prayers, and in-great dangers and calamities of this life.

Forit cannot be but mans reaſon is 
F, greatly gricued, ſecing the vngodly ones to florſh in al maner 


of proſperity, and to be extolled in fortunes fauour : contras« 
| riwiſe, that the godly ones are with a great multitude of miſe- 
ries oucr-laid,and counted as ſheepe ordained for the ſlaugh- 
ter. Vnto this ſcandale, both many other things are oppoſed, 
and alſo even ſpecially theſe ewo arguments, whereof the firſt 
#7 is cakenfrom the ſhorenes and ſwift fading courſe of mans life, 
It the other, from a compariſon of humane faucgards and diuine 
1 helps. The man which thinketh he muſt needes die (as a cer-

hold ie approved, that they are of God carcd for, and of God . 
allo loued, yea, though they be more cruelly tormented, then 
any beaſtes can deuoure them. So Babylas biſhop of Antioch, 
when he was carricd by force of Decis vnto his torinent,with 
often ſpeeches reatcd that verſe of the 116, Plalme, ey ſorle 
returne mto thy reſt, for the Lorde hath doone thee pood. vetle, 7. 
And he commaunded choſe which behelde his torment, that 


they ſhould bury his chaynes together with his body,that hee 


ſhould not being dead, lacke his ornaments as he called them. 
Such ioy or gladnes the vanquiſher of death is not ar all felt of 
the vngodly ones, who being deſtitute of G O D and ſeconde 
meanes, are plunged both into the greateſt &into cuerlaſting 
ſorrowfulnes. But it is the proper benefice of the Church. 

Let vs therefore remember the meaning of this Pſalme,and 
lee vs caſt the ſame as a bridle of the holy Ghoſt againſt vniuſt 
orudging and impacience, which rageth againſt God & men, 
ſooft as thee ſeeth the vngodly ones to be extolled with che 
proſperitie of thys preſene life : and the godly ones to be op- 
preſſed with great rage of ſtormes,6c floods of calamities. For 
ficſt, the moſt wiſe conſideration of the ſhortnes of thys lyfe, 
and of the flitting vnco life cuerlaſting, is no ſlender remedie 
for thys ſorrow: for the godly ones are butas gueſtes in thys 
life, which ſhall ſtraight way depart hence vnto eternal life : 
yea, while they looke about andeurne them aboutr,loe immor- 
eallicic is foorthwith at hande : bue contrariwiſe, the vngodlie 
ones, although chey floriſh for a ſeaſon,yet cheyr life is a ſhore 
and vanquiſhing paſlage vnto cternall miſery. Moreouer, a 
more cffectuall remedy (which not onely healeth the skars,but 
alſo the woundes) is the comparing of humane ſauegards to- 
rn with Gods helpe and preſence. For truely all humane 

elps forſake the vngodly ones attheyr death, and ſuffer them 
by little & little co be ouerwhelmed into cucrlaſting miſeries. 
Bue the ſauegard of the godly ones is cuerlaſting and unmoue- 
able, according to chat ſaying, Efay, 54. 10. T be hilles ſhall bee 
wooed out of their place, and the little billes fball tremble, but my 
wiercy ſhall not depart from thee, neyther ſhall the couenannt of my

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peace be remoued, ſaith the merciful Lord, &c. I hope by theſe 
which I haue ſpoken, may be vnderſtoode, what the argumee

ſome other godly Martyr, (who preferreth the confeſſion of 


the Goſpell before mans life, and all things pertaining to man)
